REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The work of the board has not differed materially from that 
of former years. There have been frequent complaints that 
some one’s sink drain, cesspoo!, pig pen, closet, or the wrongful 
disposal of some dead anima! had become asource of annoyance 
and a menace to health. These are matters that may be com- 
plained of and these bad conditions are largely the result of neg- 
ligence or lawlessness. The leaving of any dead animal or other 
substance in or near a highway, or source of water supply, or 
stream tributary thereto, that may become putrid, offensive, or 
injurious to the public health makes the offending party liable 
to a fine of twenty dollars or imprisonment for thirty days or 
both. } 

There have been isolated cases of measles, scarletina and 
typhoid fever in town the past year, but by the watchfulness of 
the physicians and prompt, efficient action of the board of health 
these diseases have been confined to the families in which they 
originated. 

Warner Village Fire District now has nearly 8,000 feet of 
thoroughly constructed sewer mains and many of the residents 
are availing themselves of its advantages for sewage disposal 
much to their health and convenience and the benefit of public 
health conditions. Others should do so as soonas circumstances 
will permit. 

The matter of good water for domestic supply should be of 
serious concern to every family. The fact that water is cool, 
looks well and has nothing offensive to the taste of constant us- 
ers does not prove that it is free from harmful elements. If 
there are any suspicious conditions in regard to its location or 
conduits, its true condition should be determined by chemical 
analysis at the state laboratory. This can be done at small cost. 

Health officers gain much useful knowledge while engaged 
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in their official work. They also obtain many ideas of inestima- 
ble value to the public from the instruction given to local boards 
at meetings arranged by the state board. Their suggestions 
should be considered worthy of consideration, and the restraints 
required by law in cases of contagious diseases should receiye 
cheerful compliance. 

The sanitary conditions of our homes and the public places 
in our town are matters of vital importance to all. Upon these 
conditions in a large degree depend the health and happiness of 
our people. To attain the best sanitary conditions in a com- 
munity every individual has a part to perform to the extent, at 
least, of the hygienic care of his person, and avoidance of spitting 
on sidewalks and floors in public places. Every church, school- 
house, hall, private residence or other building where people 
assemble should be provided with some effective means of ven- 
tilation, and care should be taken that substances that vitiate the 
air beso disposed of that harm cannot result, We may eat, drink, 
sleep, breathe, exercise too much or toolittle. These are matters 
of concern to every one. If we hope to be healthy, let us take as 
intelligent care of our human mechanism as the wise mechanic 
does of his tools and machines that he intends shall do good and 
accurate work for many years. If people will devote a little 
thought to intelligent living much progress will be made in the 
health conditions of every community.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Consolidation has been the pivotal point ofthe year’s school 
work, and the results are gratifying. Only in this way can our 
scattered schools be improved, as this means healthy competi- 
tion, larger schools, longer terms and better teachers. 

We have had a school year of 30 weeks, two weeks longer 
than usual, with little more than the ordinary expense of 
the shorter term. 

In some cases where the pupils were small and irregular in 
attendance, it was found best to close aschool before the full 
term had expired. In Burnap a winter term was unadvisable, 
but the children there will be given more time the coming spring 
and fall, if found profitable. 

The question of conveyance is somewhat perplexing, but in 
due time better methods will.be evolved. In any event these 
pupils who are carried to school, even though the distance is 
considerable, are better off than those who walk a half mile or 
more, and in winter arrive at the schoolhouse with wet feet and 
damp clothes. Any child of school age is of proper age to be 
conveyed, the conveyance being always in the care of suitable 
parties. . 

_ The year has shown.excellent work on the part of the teach- 
ers, and if any pupil is dissatisfied with his progress he should 
understand that his failure is due to his own lack of application. 

The grammar school teacher isa graduate of the Normal 
School, and has brought to her work enthusiasm as well as new 
and better methods of presenting the studies. . 

An effort is being made to grade the town schools, a most 
difficult work where schools are small and where there are only 
one or two pupils in a class, but the effort already shows im- 
proved conditiens. This consolidation and grading will lead to 
the more permanent employment of teachers, thus stimulating 
High School graduates, who wish to teach, to fit themselves for 
the work by entering our Normal or other training school. 
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The Kindergarten and Primary departments which were 
conducted in the same room and by the same teacher, one inthe 
forenoon, and the other in the afternoon, have had a fair atten- 
dance, considering the age of the pupils. 

The grammar school building has been made more comfort- 
able by the introduction of furnace heat, water closets and a 
constant supply of drinking water in the building. 

It is hoped that every child in town contemplating a course 
at our High schoo] will attend the Grammar school at least one 
year before entering, as the work of the Sth grade is intended 
to lead up to that to be done in the first year of the High 
school course. 

The attitude of parents and citizens towards our schools has 
much to do with their success or failure, and itis better to 
make ourselves personally acquainted with conditions, that 
your criticisms may be of value, rather than to depend upon re- 
ports of outside parties.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The school commenced the work of the year under favorable 
conditions. Three of the classes had previously been instructed 
by their present teachers and each pupil understood full well 
that kind, courteous, orderly conduct was required of every one, 
and that diligence, perseverance and accuracy were requisites 
to good standing and advancement. The teachers also knew 
the habits, tendencies and abilities of their pupils, whom to 
stimulate, whom to restrain, and whom to encourage. We be- 
lieve every individual scholar has felt these influences of their 
teachers put forth in their behalf, and have yielded to them. 
The Freshman class, as is necessarily the case in this locality, 
had received their preparatory training in mixed or partially 
graded common schools, under teachers of differing methods 
and surrounded by varied influences. No wonder then that 
starting on a course of study where each pupil is expected to do 
the same work widely varying degrees of ability are at once ap- 
parent. But the first year of the course usually brings them in- 
to line and determines their ability to perform the work before 
them. . 

The Commercial course differs irom the other courses in 
this, that in a part of the studies the work is done individually, 
each pupil being allowed to advance as fast as his diligence and 
ability will alow. At the commencement in 1904 one of the 
graduates of the Latin-English course in the class of ’03 was 
awarded a diploma in this course, having compassed the two 
years’ work in one year. 

The whole number of pupils in the school, spring term, 36 
boys, 33 girls; fall term, 37 boys, 35 girls; winter term, 34 boys, 
34 girls. Whole number of different pupils for the year, 91. 
Tuition scholars, spring term, 16 boys, 13 girls; fall term, 15 boys, 


15 girls; winter term, 14 boys, 14 girls; average, 29 per term. 


Whole number of different pupils for the year in the English 

course, 35; Latin-English course, 32; Commercial course, 24, 
The graduating class of 1904 was composed of seven boys and 

Keven girls, all of whom acquitted themselves in a manner that 
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won the admiration of the large attendance of triends, and no 
doubt caused a thrill of secret joy in the hearts of their instructors. 
The prizes offered by Mr. George M, Clough and Mr. George H. 
Sargent of Boston were awarded as follows: the prize for spell- 
ing was awarded to Lila Irish of Bradford; improvement in writ- 
ing, to Eva Frazier of Warner; best examination in American 
literature, to Martha Cilley of Bradford; and for the best exami-~- 
nation in English history, to Elizabeth Varney of Bradford. 

It is gratifying to note the growing interest of the alumni 
and other former students of theschool. Supt. Frank J. Peaslee 
and Prof. Owen H. Gates have favored the school with able ad- 
dresses the present year. And prizes are again offered to stim- 
ulate healthy competition in various subjects. 

We think it must be recognized as an established fact that 
Simonds Free High School sends out well trained, thoroughly 
educated, symmetrically developed students, to the extent of up- 
to-date high school courses. The boys and girls of this locality 
enjoy the best of privileges to obtain a high school education. 
Boys and girls are under the control of their parents during the 
years devoted to school work. It is hoped that all parents will 
be duly impressed with the importance of a thorough education 
for their children—the opportunities it will afford them for suc- 
cessful business careers and a broader knowledge of the affairs 
of life. In what better way can parents in this section give their 
children a start in life than to help and encourage them to com- 
plete a full course in our high school? 

A new feature of the school, introduced by Prof. Libbey, is 
the Junior recital. The fourth exhibition of this character re- 
cently occurred, in which three boys and six girls took part, and 
evidently it was more highly enjoyed and better patronized than 
the other excellent entertainments in this winter’s school course. 
The pleasure of every one was manifest at the fine rendition by 
the participants. 

The high school is in first-class condition. It is an indus- 
trious school. The spirit of contentment exists there. The 
teachers have adapted themselves admirably to their work, and 
have prosecuted it with vigor tempered with kindness. In the 
best interests of the school, therefore, we hope that there will 
be no change in the school faculty at the close of this year; but 
that Mr. Libbey will continue as principal with Miss Munster as 
assistant and Miss Annett in charge of the commercial course.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


It has been the purpose of the Trustees to afford the fullest 
and freeist use of the books to al} residents of our town, and to 
maintain the high standard of our library by the purchase of the 
best new books in all departments of useful literature to the ex- 
tent of the means at their disposal. Many choice books have 
been donated by generous persons to whom we acknowledge our 
grateful appreciation, 

The following may be of interest. During the past year 493 
persons have borrowed from the central library 8962 books and 
magazines for home use. The school children have borrowed 
through the Children’s Branch Service 1246 books and magazines 
for home use. At the Melvin’s Mills Branch Station 31 borrow- 
ers have taken home for use 457 books and magazines, and at the 
Davisville Branch Station 31 borrowers have taken home for usé 
481 books and magazines, making a total of 11,146 books and 
magazines used in the homes the past year, aside from reference 
books consulted and a liberal patronage of the reading-room. 
We would also mention that books and magazines borrowed by 
a single member of a family are often read by several members 
of the family during the two-weeks absence from the library, 
thus adding considerably to the total of books read. 

The excellent report of our Librarian and the Treasurer’s fi- 
nancial report show quite fully the scope of the work for the 
year and the present financia} condition. 
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It is with sorrow that we note the death of one of the Board - 
of Trustees and its President for many years, Major Samuel 
Davis, who departed this life on Jan. 29th. 1905. The following 
resolutions were fittingly offered by our Treasurer and unani- 
mously adopted at a meeting of the Board, February 15th.

THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
To the Trustees of Pillsbury Free Library: 

The year 1904 has been no exception to the prosperity and 
usefulness of the Library as the following statistics will show. 

The accession catalogue now numbers 8681 bound volumes; 
the year’s increase being 287, government publications not in- 
cluded. Of this number 154 have been purchased, 88 given, 45 
added by binding. 

493 cards have been given out, 8042 books borrowed, 350 con- 
sulted, and 920 magazines gone into circulation. 2123 persons 
have patronized the reading-room., 

Number of books repaired by the librarian, 225. Amount re- 
ceived from fines and transients, $7.57. Visitors from out of 
town, 280. 

The decrease in circulation is due to two causes: one to the 
fact that the pupils in the High school have been restricted to 
the use of miscellaneous books, that they might spend their time 
on the “‘required readings” in connection with their studies. 
Some young people who have heretofore been in the habit of 
taking two books a week have found that they often need four 
weeks, or more, to make themselves sufficiently acquainted with 
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even one book, like the Story of Greece, and Great Events of 
History, for instance, to prepare themselves for the examina- 
tions. 

Another reason for the falling off is to be accounted for in 
remoya! from town of families and individuals, who drew large- 
ly from the Library, and the death of others who were constant 
readers from the beginning of the year to the end. 

As in all libraries, of course fiction heads the list; then come 
books for young people, next in order, biography, general litera- 
ture, history, travel and religion. 

Biography has been more read than ever before; books re- 
lating to the South, whether records of campaigns, personal 
reminiscence, novels, studies of present-day conditions, any- 
thing concerning the period just before, during, or since the Civil 
War; and stories of Western life have a popularity beyond all 
precedence. There is a steady call for religious books. 

Some of the most important publications of the year have 
been added, such as life of Herbert Spencer, Recollections and 
Letters of General Lee, Life of; Moncure D. Conway, Simon 
Newcomb’s Reminiscences, Samuel Chapman Armstrong, A Belle 
of the Fifties, Mrs. Pryor’s Reminiscences of Peace and War, 
Abbott’s H. W. Beecher, The True Henry Clay, Sanborn’s New 
Hampshire, Canada inthe Twentieth Century, The Heart of 
Patagonia, and a late book on the Philippines. For reference, 
Miss Singleton’s Furniture of our Forefathers, in two volumes, 
and a bible Encyclopedia and Scriptural Dictionary, in three 
volumes. 

Duplicate copies of certain books have been purchased for 
the special use of the High School. 

As usual, we have been exceptionally fortunate in gifts. 
Miss Harriette E. Noyes has presented her valuable History of 
Hampstead in two volumes, a work of much interest to our 
people, as so many families are represented in it. 

From Mrs. Margaret Wilkins and Mrs. Fanny Mitchell have 
come miscellaneous books, nearly a complete file of Harper’s 
Monthly, and a fine steel engraving. 

Mr. John Foster has added to a previous gift a set of Roose- 
velt’s Works, in fourteen volumes. 

Mrs, Bradley, with her characteristic generosity, has again 
remembered the Library, as she has done for several years. 

F. M. Colby, G. M. Gaffney, E. H. Carroll, Mrs. Belle H. 
Merrick, Paul T, Page and Wilson B. Flanders have each made 
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their annual gifts. Six books have recently been given by Geo. 
M. Olough. 

Hon. John E. Robertson still continues to send twelve or 
more books each year in memory of his father.

CHILDREN’S BRANCH SERVICE. 


During the year covered by the last annual report, the fif- 
teen original cabinets, together with one prepared for the reviy- 
ed Burnap school, were all in use, most of them through 
the three terms and the two long vacations, Last spring, be- 
cause of the small number of children in some districts and the 
consequent doubling up of schools, seven of the cabinets were 
out ofservice. Two others, although fitted up for the spring 
term, through some misunderstanding, were not delivered. It 
followed that these cabinets were also out of commission 
through the summer vacation. During the fallterm twelve cab- 
inets were in service, and during the winter term eleven. For 
the reasons above mentioned, the total number of books and 
magazines loaned the past year has been less than the years 
preceding—but the interest ofthe children in the books, and 
their appreciation and use of their little school libraries, has not 
abated, as is evinced by the fact that during the fall and winter 
terms, just ended, more books and magazines were loaned than 
during the same terms the preceding year. It may be interest- 
ing to add that the little children of the Kindergarten (with its 
Primary Department, ).borrowed 95 books and: magazines for 
home use during the fall and winter terms, being surpassed by 
only one school in town, that of Davisville, when the children 
borrowed 120 books and magazines in the same period. 

During the entire year, from the beginning of the winter va- 
cation in January, 1904, to the end of the winter term in Febru- 
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ary, 1905, besides the use of the books and magazines at the 
Friday book-hour, and in various ways in connection with the 


school work, 960 books and 286 magazines were loaned for home 
use—a total of 1246. 


MELVIN’S MILLS BRANCH STATION. 


During the past year, from February 1, 1904, to February 1, 
1905, 31 borrowers were served, and the number of books loaned 
was 300, of periodicals 157—a total of 457.
